@xpedition againti the enemics of the faithful ; 
and Orafmin had the mortification to ferve under 
him, as fecond in command. He refolved to 
thwart him all he could infidioufly : and, bya 
well concerted ftratagem, and moft coniummate 


addrefs, maée fo grand a diverfion in favor of
